SENATOR PASCO “ EXPLAINS.” 

Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. 14.—[Special. |— 
The murder of W. B. Saunders, Deputy 
United States Marshal at Quincy, Gadsden 
County, Fia., is exciting a great deal of inter- 
est here in official and political circles, At- 
torney-General Muller today received the 
following telegram from Marshal Mizell at 
Jacksonville, Fla. 

W. B. Saunders, one of my bravest and most 
efficient deputies, was brutally assassinated at 
Quincy, Gadsden County, vesterday afternoon at 
8 o’clock, where he had gone with myself and 
other deputies on official business. 

Senator Pasco of Florida said this evening, 
when approached upon the subject by Tun 
TRIBUNE correspondent, that he had received 
no details of the assassination other than 
that contained in the dispatches of today. 
I did not know Saunders personally,” said 
he, “ and have never beard anything preju- 
dicial to him. I have telegrapted for further 
details. Saunders was the victim of a de- 
plorable condition of things. The beginning 
of all our troubles in the judicial district 
where the assassination occurred was when 
the President nominated Swayne to be United 
States District Judge. When action was 
taken against persons connected with alleged 
election frauds Swayne caused a jury to 
be drawn comprised of ‘twenty-two Re. 
publicans and one Democrat. Men 
were arrested, taken past the 
court-house where they sbould have been 
tried, and carried 200 miles away to be tried 
among strangers. The people became in- 
censed at this action, because they thought 
they saw in it the imtention to convict by 
packing the jury against them. Senator 
Cali and myself and two other members of 
the State called on the President when we 
arrived in the city last fall and laid before 
him the facts as stated. His reply was that 
the laws must be enforced.

Aeli the news is cabled from Europe that 
the Russian wheat crop of last year was 
some 112,000,000 bushels less than the one next 
preceding it and that the rye crop was also a 
short one. That item of news came here 
nearly six months ago in the shape of an 
estimate submitted to the Vienna congress. 
It was not then believed extensively, and met 
with no better recepuon either of the sev- 
eral times since then that the information 
has been repeated. Now it is said to be an 
official estimate, and possibly will be accept- 
ed as an approximation to the truth, though 
it may come hard on the bear element to 
swallow it just as they have forced the mar- 
ket down to bottom prices. In fact, the news 
was sought to be counteracted yesterday by 
a statement that heavy stocks in Russia and 
the Danubian Valley are depressing prices 
there. The news first referred to would ap- 
pear to be regarded by some British opera- 
tors as at once true and important. They sent 
to New York larger buying orders for wheat, 
and the overficw from the Eastern city to 
Chicago was probably the principal cause of 
the later upturn in our market. It may, bow- 
ever, bave been partiy due to fears of a cold 
wave to nip the growing winter wheat, the 
mercury being reported as 42° below zero at 
one point in the Far Northwest. 


ADOPTION OF THE HOUSE RULES. 

The House yesterday adopted the report of 
the Committee on Rules and thus vindicated 
the “Czar and tyrant Reed, but for whose 
wise, firm rulings the House would have as 
yet transacted no business and the country 
would have seen a miaority successfully dic- 
tating to a majority what it should and should 
notdo. The Speaker is entitied to the praise 
of ali who believe that Representatives are 
elected and paid to legislate according to 
the measure of their ability and not to break 
up quorums and refuse to answer to their 
names. He has performed an unpleasant 
duty with dignity and calmness, never once 
stooping to the level of his assailants and 
answering revilings with revilings. 

The House has now rules under which it 
cando basiness with reasonable rapidity. 
The filbustering and quorum-breaking 
abuses of the past have been done away 
with. There is nothing to prevent the mem- 
bers from going ahead with those subjects 
whicb areciamoring for attention and which 
their constituents are anxious they sbould 
dispose of. Therefore a greater responsi- 
bility rests on the majority. It cannot 
plead the filibustering of the minority as an 
excuse for delays. It has abundant power 
and must exercise it. There is good reason 
to believe that the new rules will work 80 
well thet when the Fifty-second Congress 
meets, no matter waich party may contro! it, 
it will adopt them without argument, and 
that there will not be a solitary Democrat 
who wili plead for the restoration of that 
wretched practice by which men on the 
floor of the House in full view of the 
Speaker could escape being counted towards 
making a quorum by the mere refusal to 
answer to their names. The Republicans 
deserve the thanks of the country for put- 
ting an end to this intolerable abuse which 
was preying on legisiation, National, State, 
and municipal. 


GRAIN STORAGE AND HANDLING. 

A large number of members of the Board 
of Trade in this city seem to be in favor of a 
radical change in the methods of grain hand- 
ling bere, and it is understood they are pre- 
varing for an organized agitation of the sub- 
ject which they hope will bring round the 
desired reform. They say that the present 
method of conducting the business not only 
lays a severe tax upon a part of the grain 
but seriously hampers the movement of all 
the rest dy subjecting it to long delays in 
handling, which are cited by some railroad 
oficiais as reasons for wishing to carry 
around Chicago as much of the property as 
possible. The latter is a most important 
point if correctly stated and deserves grave 
consideration by all who are interested in 
the trade and commerce of Chicago. 

The new policy to be advocated is that the 
terminal handling of the grain received here 
shall be performed by tne railroad companies, 
the same as in the case of other freight, 
instead of allowing that class of property to 
be turned over to elevator corporations or 
left to block up the tracks for days or weeks 
in succession while waiting for transfer to 
other lines. It is claimed that the companies 
performing the transportation would actuaily 
save money by arranging with the elevators 
to take in all the grain free of charge to the 
consignee tili after the expiration of, say, 
seven days. It is believed that in busy 
seasons the available uséfuiness of the roll- 
ing stock would be increased not far from 
50 per cent, those being pnecisely the times 
when the blockade is greatest and the cars 
held longest in loaded idleness before being 
sent out for tresh service. The statement 
is made that such a handling could be con- 
tracted for at less than half a cent per bush - 
el, such terms paying the warehousemen 
much better on all the grain received than 
the amounts they now receive from less than 
50 per cent of the total, and that the re- 
sult would be a vast increase in the volume 
of grain handied here, benefiting alixe the 
receiver, the shipper, the capitalist, and the 
worker whose wages depend upon the quan- 
tity of labor required of him. It is not pro- 
posedto interfere with the present charge 
ofso much for each succeeding ten days 
after the first term, but it is calculated that 
much more money would be collected for 
such subsequent storage under the new plan 
than is received now. 

The change here indicated has long been 
desired by leading men of the board, but tne 
special sti mulus to agitation now is furnished 
by the attitude of the elevator men. They 
are believed to have resolved to advance 
the rates of storage with the beginning of 
July, and itis feared that the higher rate 
will be used to the disadvantage of the regu- 
lar commission men, who would be made to 
pay full figures, while the warehousemen 
could rebate on themselves the same as they 
dave already done with large handlers of 
graiu, and thus drive the otners out of the 
business by offering to seilers in the country 
and buyers on the seaboard terms with 
which other members of the board could 
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sition taken an unfair one. If a considera- 


von for. their: personal welfare. lende the 


prospective sufferers to insist on a reform 
that would be of iteelf desirable they are at 
least entitled toa respectful bearing. It is 
probable they will meet with it, as they are 
sufficiently numerous and influential, and so 
thoroughly in earnest, as to be able to com- 
mand a fuil discussion of the case. 


THE PARNELL COMMISSION REPORT 

As the Londoa Morning Post, the organ of 
old-fashioned aristocratic Toryism, sees fit to 
congratulate Mr. Farnell on the report just 
made by Justices Hannen, Smith, and Day 
of the Times-Parneli Commission and to as- 
sure him that so far “as his personal char- 
acter is concerned he has been the victim of 
gross injustice” and “odious imputations“ 
itmay be decided by Americans that the 
British public regard that report as a whole, 
despite its limitations, a vindication of the 
Irish leader. The comments of the other 
British newspapers on the “finding” also 
lead to the belief that the Irish leader is ac- 
quitted on all the, graver charges of the 
Thunderer’s formidable indictment. 

The most serious count was that in which 
it was asserted that Mr. Parnell and his fol- 
lowers. were in collusion or in sympathy with 
the Invincible muraerers, and that their de- 
nunciation of the Phoenix Park assassinations 
was not sincere. Those charges or imputa- 
tious were based on the Pigott forgeries and 
have been exploded long ago. We nud,“ 
say the Judges,“ the charge that when on cer- 
tain occasions they thought it politic to de- 
nounce, and did denounce, certain crimes in 
public they afterward led their supporters 
to beheve that such denunciation was not 
sincere is not established. We entirely ac- 
quit Mr. Parnell and the other respondents 
of the charge of insincerity in their denuncia- 
tion of the Phoenix Park murders.” 

Itis probable that the commission would 
never have been appointed but for those im- 
putations. Mr. Parnell’s frank acquittal by 
the Judges as to them would therefore be a 
sufficient vindicauon in itself. 

But the Judges go much further than this. 
They acquit all put half a dozen of the lesser 
personages of the charge of entering into a 
revolutionary couspiracy. They find that 
Parnell and his colleagues did not incite to 
any crime except boycotting, which was not 
a vrime except as it was made so by the 
Coercion statute since it was first resorted 
to in Ireland. They find further that the 
charge of complicity with tne Clan-na Gael 
Society is not proven and that Mr. Parneil 
had no knowledge of the murderous designs 
of that now infamous conspiracy. 

The findings which tell against Mr. Parnell 
and his followers are that they organized an 
agitation that resuited in an increase of 
statutory crime, that they encouraged intimi- 
dation—that is, boycotting—and that they 
accepted aid from the United States through 
the agency of the Cian-na-Gael Society, 
knowing that to be revolutionary in its 
policies, and from Patrick Ford, knowing 
that he had advocated murder by dynamite 
in his paper, which they also aided in circu- 
lating. 

These after all are not serious accusa- 
tions. All reforms in Great Britain, as in 
Ireland—as well, indeed, as in most coun- 
tries—are brought about by agitations 
which promote turbulence and which in- 
crease the number of offenses against the 
established law. This was tne case before 
the first Reform bill of 1832 was passed. 
Cobden’s Anti-Corn law agitation promoted 
criminal turbulence. The Chartist riots are 
facts of history. Every amendment of the 
Irish land laws has followed some agrarian 
outbreak. 

And as to tne connection of the Parnellites 
with tne American Olan-ua-Gael it has been 
shown both before the Parnell Commission 
and before the Coroner’s jury in the Cronin 
case in Chicago that this connection was 
forced on Mr. Parnell and that when it be- 
came a matter of notoriety that the Clan-na- 
Gael conspirators controlled the American 
National League Mr. Parnell and all his prin- 
cipal followers, except Mr. Davitt, kept stu- 
diously aloof from it and that it dwindled 
month by month until itis now as dead as 
the proverbial door nail. The Ford connec- 


then a correspondent for Ford's paper, was 
the only one who countenanced it, or who as- 
sisted in the circulation of that inflammatory 
and discredited publication, 

The movement which Mr. Parnell inau- 
gurated twelve years ago was one avowediy 
for the uprooting of landiordism in Ireland. 
The leaders may not have been always over- 
nice in their methods, and they had to em- 
ploy agents who were not always overscru- 
pulous, but it is certainly to their credit 
that they have carried to a nearly success- 
ful conclusion an agitation of so much mag- 
nitude without subjecting themselves to 
graver charges and imputations than can be 
found in the report of three hostile Judges 
as proved against them.

DEMOCRATIC FRAUDS IN FLORIDA. 

The Birmincton (Ala.) Age-Herald not long 
since made the remark that there are no 
places where the negro is not allowed the 
unrestricted right of the ballot unless it be 
in those regions where he constitutes the ma- 
jority. This naive declaration explains why 
it is that twenty-seven districts—four in Ala- 
bama, six in Georgia, three in Louisiana, six 
in Mississippi, seven in South Carolina, and 
one in Tennessee, where the negroes, and 
consequentiy the Republicans, are in the ma- 
jority—are represented in Congress by Dem- 
ocrats who were never legally elected. 
Every one of these districts would today 
have been represented by a Republican had 
the same methods of election been followed 
which prevail in the Northern States. 

Twenty-seven seats have hitherto been 
fixed as the limit of the Democratic thefts in 
the South, but the documents sent to the 
Senate by the Attorney-General conclusively 
show that another seat and possibly two 
have been stolen in Florida. There are at 
least twenty-eight stolen seats in this Con- 
gress occupied by Democrats as the benefi- 
claries of fraud. The testimony as to the 
Florida thefts is overwhelming and will not 
be disputed, as it is mainly supported by the 
confession of a Supervisor of Elections, who 
has thrown himself upon the mercy of 
court. These documents, which are official, 
set forth that it is impossible to enforce any 
process of the United States which Ras to do 
with election cases, as the deputies are 
abused, the prisoners rescued, and the wit- 
nesses terrorized. The Supervisor of Elec- 
tuons who has pleaded guilty, in the hope 
that judgement will be suspended, acknowl- 
edges that he refused to register persons 
who were entitled to registration. The Chief

Owerwise 
it might as well close up the and ac- 
knowledge that it is powerless to secure re- 
spect for its authority and serve its own 
processes, and this without any regard to 
elections. It is not a matter of politics but 
of the authority of the law and the power of 
the Government, 


THE LOTTERY SLANDER. 

The most malignant siander which has yet 
been set afloat by the enemies of the Admin- 
istration is their attempt to make it appear 
that it has been connected with the Louisiana 
Lottery scheme in North Dakota, that the ap- 
pointment of Warmoth as Collector of New 
Orleans was made in consideration of an ar- 
rangement with the company, and that the 
Administration has been managing the 
scheme to secure a charter from the new 
State for the lottery from motives of parti- 
san profit, The lie has been promptly nailed 
to the counter, and thus has had no oppor- 
tunity of running the usual course and work- 
ing its mischief before the truth could over- 
take it, but the animus of the slanderers is 
none the less mean and malignant. It is 
fairly in keeping with the efforts of these 
same malicious gossips to connect the names 
of the Vice-President and Postmaster-Gen- 
eral with whisky-shons, gambiing-hells, and 
brothels, 

It is time the truth should be told in this 

atter. The Louisiana Lottery company isa 

mocratic institution, and always has been, 
and has grown up and flourished in a Demo- 
cratic State. It has controlled Democratic 
politics and has largely fattened on Demo- 
cratic wealth. How wealthy its members 
have become is shown by the admission of 
one of them, who is defendant in a case now 
pending in the United States Circuit Court 
in New York, that his interest alone during 
the last ten years has netted him about 
$15,000,000. As an illustration of the demor- 
alizing influences of the business this de- 
fendant, who is represented in court by the 
Democratic ex-Presiient, Grover Cleveland, 
is charged with haying defrauded one of his 
fellow members, now deceased, out of 
$2,000,000. 

Instead of Republicans being engaged in 
fastening this Gemoralizing business upon 
North Dakota it now appears that the op- 
position to it was mainly Republican, that 
the Republican Governor stood ready to 
veto the bill if it were passed, 
and that every Democrat in the Leg- 
islature but .one supported it. More tban 
this, it is shown that the Presideat prompt- 
ly canceled the appomtment of a Marshal 
who had worked for the bill ana notified 
others of a similar outcome if they were 
found supporting it, and it is now broadly 
charged that the lottery project led to the 
consent of a Democratic Congressional com- 
mittee to the division of Dakota, it being 
understood that the lottery company would 
make the north half Democratic and, as an 
eminent Dakota Democrat recently remarked, 
“bring dollars and Democrats into the 
State.“ This infamy has been averted by the 
pressure of Republican sentiment and the 
State has been saved from the disgrace of 
approving and receiving this Democratic in- 
stitution. Lotseries are not Republican in- 
stitutions. It 18 only Democratic States 
which give them charters. In spite of her 
pressing financial necessities the new Re- 
publican State has at last rejected the colos- 
sal bribe of the Democratic swindling con- 
cern, There is no danger that the lottery 
will get a charter from any other Republican 
State. If it wants one it must hunt around 
among the Democratic sisters. 


THE ALIEN LAW OF ILLINOIS, 

It is a little singular that the courts have 
not yet been called on to construe the provis- 
ions of the Alien lawof this State which 
went into force three years ago next July. 
It is true that the chief or only object of its 
adoption was to force a non-resident, rack- 
renting alien named Scully to dispose of his 
large hoidings in Central Illinois, and to 
guard against the imitation of his methods 
by any one else. But while that was about 
all the members of the Legislature had in 
view the law changes radically the policy of 
the State towards a aliens, resident gor 
non-resident. 

By the common law of England an alien 
could not hold real estate either by purchase 
or devise. If tne fact that he was in posses- 
sion of a piece of property came to the 
knowledge of the officers there was a ju- 
dicial exammation or inquisition, and if it 
was proven that the occupant was not a citi- 
zen the land was escheated to the crown. 
Laws passed during the present century 
have relaxed the rigor of this old custom, 
and the Legislature of this State at an early 
day gave to aliens the right to buy, sell, and 
devise real estate as freely as if they were 
citizens. But all those laws have been swept 
from the statute book, and not even a resi- 
dent alien can get title to Illinois lands, and 
if he is the holder of any acquired since July, 
1887, he can av any moment be deprived of it 
for the benefit of the State. It is singular 
that with such a risk to run so many pur- 
chases of land have been made in this city 
by persons who the law says shall not buy. 

The qnly way in which an adult of foreign 
birth who has not become a citizen can get 
title to lands‘here is by complying with the 
provisions of the law, which says that any 
alien resident, male or female, who ,has de- 
clared an intention of becoming à citizen 
shall ou purchasing real estate file in the

the failure of the purchaser to do this be- 
cause he has not taken out his first papers 
can be remedied by his doing so at a later 
day. The courts might hold that an absolute 
compliance with theeletter of the law was 
necessary. 

A man who has purchased land in the 
manner above stated can during six years 
hold, sell, and devise it. But if at the end 
of that time he has not disposed of it, nor 
has perfected bis citizenship, the land be- 
comes the property of the State. If the 
holder dies during this six-years period his 
heirs are given three years from the time 
they are A to decide what they will do. If 
they become citizens the property is theirs; 
if not it reverts to the State. 

It will be seen, therefore, that a man who 
is indifferent about naturalization may get 
into trouble should the State’s-Attorney or 
the Attorney-General hear of his unlawfui 
possession of land. There are men who have 
resided in Chicago for twenty years and yet 
have failed to become American citizens. 
Some of them hold considerabie property.

MAN’S “NATURAL BIGHT” TO LAND, 
Mr. Henry George claims that bates on 


it is in accordance with “natural right.” 

It has been shown by Mr. Horace White in 
his articie in the Popular Science Monthly, re- 
cently referred to in Tun Tarox, that the 
change would not be expedient, because the 
fund derived from the confiscation of the 
rental value of land without betterments — 
the ground rent—would pot begin to equal 
the sums raised by the various forms of Na- 
tional and local taxation—including of course 
custom-house duties and interual revenue 
taxes. In the same articie Mr. White makes 
short work with the claim of the Georgeites 
that the private ownership of land is in vio- 
lation of natural rights.“ 

Mr. George holds that a man has as much 

right toa share of the land of the earth as 
he has to air, sunlight, and water, and that 
itis as contrary to Uatural rights” that a 
man should be the absolute owner of a hun- 
dred acres of land as that he should be the 
absolute owner of a thousand cubic feet of 
atmosphere and forbid any one to breathe 
it who did not pay rent to him. In the polit- 
ical economy ot Mr. George land is the sole 
source of wealth and to deny man access to 
itistodeny him a chance to live. These 
“natural rights” of which Mr. George speaks 
he believes to have existed from the day 
when man was in a state of nature, 
When wild through woods the naked savage ran 
but that as men have become civilized and 
gradually risen from a state of barbarism 
these rights have been obscured and vio- 
lated. As confusion would ensue under Mr. 
George’s system if several men were to think 
they had a “natural right’ to the same 
piece of land he wants the State to hold all 
the land—to be the universal landlord, to reat 
property to whoever can pay for it, and use 
the proceeds for Government expenses and 
the ** bettering of the condition of man.” 

It does not take Mr. White long to show 
that if the searcher after “natural rigbts” 
hunts for them among those savage and bar- 
barous tribes which are supposed to possess 
them in the highest perfecuon he finds that 
might is the only right which is recognized 
there, and that the stronger does what he 
pleases with the property, wife, or life of the 
weaker. A man there bas a right to oc- 
cupy or own land just as long as he can hold 
it with the strong arm and no longer. 

The origin of “natural” or “inalienable” 
rights must be looked for not among savages 
but in the advancing civilization of man. 
„They are the outcome of centuries of hard 
knocks, the results of training, education, 
and experience, the very flower ana iast re- 
finement of art as applied to society and 
government.” Experience, which has been 
set out in law, bas taught men that private 
property shotid not be taken for public use 
without just compensation. Such is the 
agreement which men in modern society 
have made one with another, and they have 
agreed that any inconveniences which may 
follow the observance of this compact are 
not to be compared with those which would 
follow were it broken. Moral sense, common 
sense, natural equity, expediency, have taught 
men that private ownership ot land is right, 
and that no one’s title shall be confiscated. 

Nor is it true that man must have access to 
the soil that he may ive and prosper. Those 
who use the plow and the hoe are not the 
only ones who can be called farmers. The 
shoemaker who exchanges his surplus shoes 
for the surplus wheat and potatoes of the 
farmer and the tailor who does, the same 
thing with his surplus coats and vests are 
also farmers, even though they never 
breathed the country air or turned a furrow. 
They are interested in and profit bv the culti- 
vation of land they never saw and on which 
another pays the taxes. 

If man had the same “natural right” to 
land that he has to air it is probable that he 
would feel a greater craving for its pusses- 
siou than he now does. But there are few 
sigus of land-bunger, The farmers’ sons de- 
sert the soil they might own aud rush to the 
city. It is rarely the case that a man city 
born or bred abandons it and becomes 
a farmer. If he or any other man 
chooses todo so, he has abundant oppor- 
tunities. There are more men anxious to sell 
land than there are to buy it. He can get it 
quite as cheaply from the present owner as 
he could from the State, were it the uni- 
versal landlord to whom he must pay rent. 
It appears that in the highly-favored State 
of Connecticut, in the otner New England 
States, and in other sections of the country 
there are land-owners who will put their 
land at the disposal of those who will till it, 
and will ask them torent whatever. All 
they demand is that it be kept in a decent 
state of cultivation. Can a State;landlord 
do more? 

As men do not crave the land, as the State 
has no right toit without making just com- 
pensation to the owner, and as noboay would 
be bettered if the State did acquire posses- 
sion of it in a mghtful or a wrongful manner, 
what grounds arelefton which tourge the 
adoption of the single-tax robbery system! 


RELIEVING THE SUPREME COURT. 

For the last dozen years Congress has been 
talking about doing something to enable the 
Supreme Court to catch up with its business. 
It has done nothing, and in the meantime 
that tribunal has been slipping farther and 
farther behind. There are now 1,500 cases on 
the docket awaiting consideration. The 
average number disposed of dat a term is 417, 
while at present the new cases are coming in 
at the rate of 650 a term. Uniess something 
is done, therefore, it. is possible to look for- 
ward to the day when the court will de pass- 
ing only on the musty disputes of dead and 
gone litigants who left to their heirs the 
hope of getting a decision which was denied 
to them. 

The present Congress, like so many of its 
predecessors, is talking about relieving the 
court, and the pressure is growing so strong 
that it may do somethirg. If so, it is to be 
hoped it will be practical in its legislation 
that is, lessen the amount of litigation which 
comes before the Judges, To increase their 
number, and yet require the whole court to 
pass on each suit, accomplishes nothing. To 
create an Appellate Court and allow an ap- 
peal from it as freely as from the Circuit 
Courts would dam up the business for a 
time, only to throw it in increased volume on 
the Chief Justice and his associates. 

A bill has been introduced the passage of 
which would beip the court. It is one pro- 
viding for a Court of Patent Appeals, with a 
Chief Justice and five Associate Justices, It 
is designed that ali suits relating to patents, 
trade marks, copyrights, etc., shail be trans- 
ferred to the new tribunal, This would

THE SANITARY DRAINAGE Ar 
Proceedings were begun yesterday to test 


the constitutionality of the Drainage act. 


It is set up by the taxpayer who begias the 
suit that the trustees intetid selling a mill- 
ion dollars’ worth of bonds, which would be 
a violation of the constitutional limitation on 
indebtedness, since the various municivali- 
ties which occupy the territory within the 
confines of the district are already in debt 
more than 5 per cent on their assessed 
valuation. It is also alleged that the trustees 
intend to levy a tax, which would be equally 
illegal, and that the only way by which they 
can raise money is by special assessments on 
property benefited, under that section of the 
Constitution which specially relates to drain- 


This suit brings before the court the most 
serious objection which has yet been made to 
the constitutionality of the act, for that which 
has been raised as to the mode of election of 
the trustees hardly deserves consideration. 
It has been claimed that the Legislature had 
no authority tomake a new municipality on 
top of already existing ones, and allow it to 
levy taxes and to run in debt, while the other 
municipalities included in tne same territory 
had exhausted their power to borrow. If the 


court says that the Legislature cannot make 


such a sanitary district as the Chicago one 
that is the end of the law. If it says it can— 
and that it can issue bonds—the trustees can 
feel safe in ene and capitalists in 
lending. 

Whether this is settled by a suit begun by 
a person friendly or unfriendly to the law 
makes no difference, except that it is not 
likely that any enemy of the act would at- 
tack it till next fall, when the time for the 
collection of taxes was drawing near. It has 
been stated with great vociferousness by one 
paper that a friendly proceeding like the one 
begun yesterday will not settle anything. 
Certainly it will not decide everything. 
There are other questions which can and 
probably will be raised, but they are of sec- 
ondary importance. But this suit even 
though “friendly” will. let the trustees 
know some time during the summer whether 
they dre on foot or on horseback. If the law 
is knocked out they are out of a job; if they 
are told they can issue bonds they can push 
ahead and have their dredges at work by 
next spring. If they are told that the money 
to dig the channel can be raised only by 
special assessments cn property benefited 
then they can begin figuring on some basis 
for estimating benefits if the court does not 
furnish them with one. These points the 
trustees can settle by their friendly“ pro- 
ceedings. Why shall they not do so, es 
pecially when time is of so much value, in- 
stead of waiting for the slow movements of 
the enemies of the bill, whose tactics will of 
course be delay?

EUROPEANS ASSISTED MWANGA, 


Farther Particulars of the Fight for the 
Throne of Uganda. 

Zanzrear, Feb. 14.—In his struggie for the 
recovery of the throne of Uganda, Mwanga 
was assisted by Europeans. There was 
severe fighting. King Kalemas’ force was 
annihilated, afew Arabs escaping the sub- 
sequent massacre. 

During the battle a dhow on the lake con- 
veying some Arab chiefs with munitions 
was blown up and all on board perished. in 
the dhow were twelve Arab chiefs and 200 
fighting slaves. The battle occurred at the 
Capital of Uganda. Oniy three Arabs escaped. 
The victims include members of most of the 
leading Zanzibar families. It is not known 
who were the Europeans who aided Mwanga, 
but it is surmised they belonged to Jack- 
son’s and Gedge’s caravans. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS, 


Everything Quiet at Zanzibar—Cause of the 
Sultan’s Death. 

Zanzrpar, Feb. 14.—Everything is quiet 
here, no trouble having arisen in consequence 
of the death of Sultan Khalifa-Bin-Said and 
the accession of his brother, Seyyid Ali. 

A medical examination proved that the 
Sultan died of sunstroke. 

Two British gunboats have arrived here 
from Shanghai. The British sloop-of-war 
Gannett has sailed for Mombassa to insure 
the préservation of order there. Mombassa 
is picketed with native soldiers. Precauuons 
have been taken to protect the mission sta- 
tions in that vicinity.

THE STRANGE CASE OF NANCY SMITH. 


The Woman Who Was Divorced Witheut 
Kuowing Anything About It. 

Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette:; Assistant 
United States Attorney Probasco has re- 
turned from his expedition to Grayson, 
Carter County, Kentucky, where he has been 
preparing the Government case against 
Nancy Smith, charged with drawing fraudu- 
lent pension money. The story was told in 
Sunday’s Commercial-Gazette—how Nancy bad 


— 


‘drawn the money and how the Government 


had found that she was divorced from her 
husband years ago, and how she alleged that 
if there was a divorce she never had heard 
of 1t, but had continued to live with her hus- 


band until his death. 

Grayson is a wild and woolly Kentucky 
village, and the Smith family is among its 
wildest inhabitants. Nancy Smith 16 79 years 
old and has twelve living children, and 
heaven only knows how many grandchildren. 
In the spring of 1889 she obtained a pension 
as widow of Wiley Smith, deceased, and 
drew $2,600 of accumulated money, In March 
she distributed $1,000 of this among her twelve 
children. The other $1,600 she deposited in 
the First Nauonal Bank of Ironton, O. She 
has been living for some time with her son- 
in-law; a certain Melvin Ma fierce of 
mien and handy with the knife. July she 
assigned the certificate of deposit in the bank 
to her son-in-law. And here her troubles 


began, 

The eleven children heard how the hus- 
band of the twelfth had been favored, and a 
mighty murmuring arose. One of her sons 
had purchased a new Winchester rifle with 
his share of the $1,000. He shouidered. this 
and went to see his mother, who lives five 
miles north of Grayson. When he arrived he 
showed her his purchase and announved that 
he reckoned as how the Martins haa better 
look out. ; 

The old lady refused to change the disposi- 
tion of the $1,600, and then one of the chil- 
dren let the Government know about the 
divorce of 1869. Mr. Probasco, on his arrival 
in Grayson, entered upon an exhaustive in- 

uiry. He took the testimony of Nancy first. 

he deposed that she was not divo from 
the late Wiley Smith, and that she was his 
true and lawfui widow; that if she ever had 
been divorced it was without her knowledge, 
consent, or approval; that she had hved with 
Wiley Smith during 1868, and on until dea 
separated them. She further swore that sh 
had never had any litigation of any character 
whatsoever with him. She related ail her 
legal troubles io proof of this, and enuamerat- 
ed the series of ridiculous quarrels and 
troubles with which she had wearied the ear 
of the court. 

Melvin Martin in his exanifmation stated 
that his mother-in-law haa many times told 
him of her troubies with her husband and of 
a suit which she had entered against him, so 
that she might not be hampered by his worth- 
lessness, but might conduct business asa 
femme sole. tin denied the divorce, 
however. 

Mr. Probasco, cheered by this contradictory 
testimony, went down Greenup, and on 
the court records found me complete story 
of the divorce of Wiley and Nanoy Smith in 
1860, In the depositions taken in that case 
the notary testified that Nancy Smith was 
present during the various hearings, as was 
her attorney also. The allegations in Nancy’s 
petition were cruelty and abandonment. 

It seems that while Nancy secured the di- 
vorce, she continued to live with her ex-hus- 
band (at least under the same roof) until his 
death. There is a good deal of excitement in 
Grayson, and the discussion of the merits of 
the case is bringing a good deal of Kentucky 
blood to the boiling point. After Nancy’s 
examination she had to pass through an 
outer room, where her son was sitti with 
his Winchester rifle. She says that he 
eyed her askance, and remarked as he loy- 
ingly stroked the barrel of his Winchester, 
“Tallow Tu take a shot at the oid woman, 
too.” That night the old woman, who is 79, 
rode home on a hand-car, five miles, without 
an umbrella to protect her from she driving 
rain.

_ TIBNCE THE COMING OF A DIVINITY. 


So Powerful Is This Passion That the Ne- 
tion Frequently Becomes Ridiculoas—A 


with Him Because, Like a Foolish Wom- 


-A Real Hero Will Meet with a Wel- 
come Over There. 


Panis, Feb. 5.—[Special Correspondence. ]— 
The French, as every one knows, are hero- 
wershipers, and an idol is as necessary to 
the weil-being of Paris as a fetich to a com- 
munity of savages. One divinity succeeds 
another on the pedestal, and the rapture of 
worship accorded him is usually proportion- 
ate to tne shortness of his reign. For the 
time he reigns royally, however, and if he is 
a philosopher and not too presumptuously an 
egotist he probably enjoys the shining hour 
while it lasts, and looks forward to the in- 
evitable abasement with resignation. — But 
too often he is not a philosopher, possessing 
enough of human vanity to be easily per- 
suaded of his own greatness. Once hav- 
ing accepted the popular estimate tt 
secures too firm a hold of his mind to 
be easily dislodged, and we find the un- 
happy but forgotten hero still occupying the 
pedestal, still posing in magnificent attitades 
and giving forth grandiloquent utterances 
long after the fickie world has passed him by 
forever. Poor Gen. Boulanger is somewhat 
iu this miserable position, striving with all 
his arts to keep his hold on the popular 
fancy, entirely incredulous of the popular 
desertion of his cause, firmly convinced that 
his ardeot. World never rated him too high, 
and that he is worthy to maintain to the end 
an heroic attitude in the eye of awe-stricken 
Europe. His prominence was a curious 
symptom of the characteristic na tional fever, 
and now that itis all over even the French 
themselves confess that its cause lay in the 
necessity of having some one to adore rather 
than in the person adored. A citizen of 
socialistic proclivities expressed the feel- 
ing the other day by acknowledging that 
“ Boulanger mfy not be much, but he seemed 
to be the vest we had.“ Diamonds being rare 
and difficult to polish to a perfect luster, 
paste must aaswer the national craving for 
brilliancy and flash. To be sure, the sub- 
stitute is insufficient and soon loses its bright- 
ness. The people would greatiy prefer the 
diamond to its counterfeit. They soon tire 
of the latter aud throw it away. But if a 
true jewel of purest luster and noblest mag- 
nitude sheuld appear—a genius af dazzing 
energy and power—the French people would 
follow him to the death @s gayly as they fol- 
lowed the little giant of Coréica nearly a 
century ago. An apotheosis of ever-enduring 
glory awaits the man who can avenge against 
the hated Germans that bitter insult of 
1870—an insult which every Frenchman 
would give his  ilife’s-bicood to ob- 
literate. The intensity of this political 
hatred is a passion we cannot aporeciate in 
America, but we can gain some idea of it 
through the flash of u Frenchman’s eye and 
the impotent grinding of his teeth as he 
speaks of lost Alsace. 


FRANCE MUST HAVE A HERO OF SOM# SORT. 

At present there are no signs on the lit- 
ical horizon of the coming of such a hero, 
Even petty and perishable heroes are rare, 
and the steady-gomg commonplace is all that 
the supporters and opponents of the Govern- 
ment have to offer to the popular 
fancy. Restive under these conditions 
Paris seeks its heroes in other fields, in his- 
tory, in art, in letters. In an earlier et- 
ter 1 have shown how Sarah Berdhardt’s 
genius has rekindled the nawonal love of the 
valiant Maid of Orieans, flashing once more 
on that beautiful heroic figure the thousand 
lights of history, ‘tradiuon, and romance, 
and making devotion to her, the religion 
of the hour. An idol of a different order is 
Jean de Reszke, the Russian tenor at the 
opera. The race of divas is dying out ap- 
parently. There are no women to succeed 
to Patti’s fading iaureis, at least there are 
none now singing in the ears of Paris, so the 
world must Worship a man. It must be con 


|} fessed that the Russian is good material for 


an operatic hero. Tall, handsome, stalwart, 
he 18 a flue enough specimen of manhood to 
satisfy the most exacting feminine require- 
ments. Asan actor his talent, though not of 
the first order, is far above the usual level of 
operatic tenors, and his voice is of excep- 
tional power and beauty. Lacking the over- 
powering dramatic force of Tamagno’s or- 
gan, it has a deeper tenderness. Rich, melo- 
dious, and smooth, it expresses the full range 
of the gentier passions, and lends to the 
moments of terror and tragedy a deep deli- 
cacy and Sweetness. The heart is inter- 
preted through this voice, which ses 
that exquisite sympathetic quality which is 
one ot the rarest and noblest attributes of a 
singer. The organ itself is an admirably 
trained instrument of exceptional range, 
purity, and power—a tenoro robusto capable 
of taking the high notes without strain and 
the low notes without cloudiness, and main- 
taining throughout ite compass its velvety, 
rich, round tone. But the charm of the 
voice is its wonderful melodiousness, its 
venderness, its expressiveness, its quick re- 
sponse to the delicate demands of human 
emotion. It is many a year since any tenor 
sang of love with such melting earnestness 
as Jean de Reszke, so no wonder the ladies 
of Paris are smothering him with roses and 
pelting him with billet-doux. 

It is said that the misguided tenor takes 
all this adulation quite au serieux, and 
imagines that every woman he meets is 
necessarily in love with him. Bemg a Rus- 
sian he is necessarily entirely above a sense 
of humor, so that this wide waste of feminine 
davoudon presents no ridiculous aspect to 
bis mind. Un the contrary, it is but the 
fitting tribute of exalted and sympathetic 
womankind to his talents and his charms. 
Like the immortal Bunthorne he receives 
the homage of love-sick maidens—and 
matrons—without surprise and without dis- 
dain, and is only amazed when it is denied. 
It is said that a young American prima 
donna who has become a favorite at the 
opera persists in regarding the irresistible 
Russian from the purely professional stand- 
point, and it requires repeated assurances to 
convince him that she is not in love with him 
like the rest. Don't you like me?” he 
questions, not understanding how a man and 
woman can associate on the vantage ground 
of mere good-fellowship—occupy a middle 
place between love and hatred. “O, yes,” 
replies our fair compatriot indifferently, “I 
like you wellenough. I don’t mind singing 
with you.” But this Russian, like the tra- 
ditional Frenchman, can give only one sig- 
nificance to the verb aimer and interpret the 
heart of woman in only one way. 

The Théa&tre Frangais seems to be suffer- 
ing from a scarcity of new talent. There is 
a certain cold rigidity about the perfect level 
of its art, an art which begins to need a new 
infusion of feeling. Icily regular, splenaidiy 
null. must be the verdict after many of its 
performances—acquired perfection unillu- 
mined by + ge a and enthusiasm. 
The Frang is n ome of the 
academic periods which every school 
of every art passes through periodicaily, | 
and from which it needs arousing by some 
bold mnnévator who should breathe a new 
spirit into it, to tne wrath and final conster- 
nauon of the critics. The Frangais, of course, 
is the atronghold of classicism, fortified by 
all the influences of conservatism; yet even 
there revolutions have been wrought in the 
past which have given a new birth to dra- 
matic art. Doubtiess again its pure, high 
arctic air may be warmed by the solar fire if 
the French nation, the ever-fruitfal mother 
of great ideas, is still strong enough to create 
great epochs in art. 

WAITING FOR THE BIRTU OF AN £POCH. 

At present the next great epoch in the dra- 
matic art, and other arts as well, has not yet 
dawned.

HIRAM F. SAWTELL’S BODY DISCOVERED. 


The Besten Merchant Believed to Have 
Been Murdered by Hise Brother. 

Bosrox, Mass., Feb. 14.—[Special.}—The 
discovery of the mutilated body of Hiram F. 
Sawtellin the Berwick woods in Western 
Muine, and the arraignment of his brother 
Isaac on the charge of fratricide, are today’s 
developments in one of the most sensational 
criminal cases that Northern New Eogland 
has had for some years. Hiram Sawtell was 
a prosperous Boston fruit dealer, married, 
and with three children, the eldest being a 
bright little gicl of about 8 years. 
He has had with him for the last 
few months his only brother, Isaac. 
The two brothers, however, have not been 
on good terms. They have been at logger- 
heads over an inheritance of $15,000 which 
had fallen to the tormer, and also over the 
fact that Hiram stood in Isaac's way of get- 
ting nis aged motner’s share of ine family 
property, This bad led to much ill-feeling. 

espite this, however, some weeks ago 
Isaac induced his brother to let his little 
girl on a visit with him to Roches- 
ter, N. H., where the family owned 
afarm. Last Wednesday a week ago Hiram 
received a telegram from his brother Isaac 
saying the child was dangerously sick. 
Hiram left on the afternoon train for Roches- 
ter and has not since been seen alive. 

Nothing being heard from him for several 
days his wife notified the police, who at once 
went to work and today unraveled the crime. 
The telegram was a decoy. The child had 
not been sick, although she says her uncle 
forced her to take f[il-tasting medicines. 
Isaac himself mysteriousiy disappeared 
Suuday. He was arrested yesterday at 
Portiand, Me., just@s he was boaraing the 
Montreal train. He was taken to Rochester, 
N. H., today and arraigned. He protested 
his innocence, and declared that his brother 
would return alive and explain all. 

But even while he was making these state- 
ments over in Maine the searching party 
was unearthing the brother’s mutilated re- 
mains. The body was found in a thicket, 
8 buried, and covered with briers. 
Death had come froma bullet through the 
heart. The nead and arms had afterwards 
been chopped from the body and are now 
missing. Isaac has made no confession yet, 
and so his exact connection with it ali is not 
known. His clothing was found to be 
marked with blond stains, however, and a 
hatchet and shovel were secured by him 
from a neighboring store, showing that he 
shared in the murder in some manner. 
Isaac has twice been in the penitentiary, 
being pardoned out the last time by Gov. 
Ames. 

An interesting feature in the case will be 
the determination of whether the fatal shot 
was fired in Maine or New Hampshire. The 
difference between hanging anu life im- 
prisonment depends upon that. 


SCHEMES TO SWINDLE THE FARMERS, 


Ingenious Methods of a Gang of Sharpers 
Operating ita Centra! Illinois. 

..Monticetto, IL, Feb. 14.—[Special. |— 
There are two sets of swindlers going through 
Centrai Illinois swindling the farmers. One 
scheme is to purchase a farmer’s corn ata 
certain price per bushel and get the agri- 
culturist to sign a contract for the delivery 
of the corm. The cootract then turns up in 
some bank as a promissory note. There is 
another and still later swindle. The sharper 
has a double fountain pen which is so ar- 
ranged that it uses two kinds of ink. One 
will fade and the other will remain. The 
sharper writes out an agreement with the 
farmer, using the ink that fades. The un- 
suspecting granger is tnen handed the pen- 
holder to sign his name, but by a turn of a 
knob the durabie ink flows. By this arrange- 


ment the words of the contract soon disap-, 


pear, while the signature remains. The 
sharper then writes outa note for whatever 
amount he sees fit above the signature, and 
has the instrument discounted at the local 
bank.

A Somewhat More Favorable Outlook for 
Busines Is Reported. 

New York, Feb. 14—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade says: 

“The business outiook is somewhat more 
favorable. While a large amount of money 
has gone into the Treasury, rates here re- 
main moderate and the market easy. All in- 
terior markets are also easier, for while 
Kansas City is firm at usual rates the de- 
mand there is moderate, and though 
the Milwaukee market is fairly act 
ive at 6 to 8 per cent the sup 
ply is adequate. At Louis, 
Detroit, and Pittsburg the market is easy at 
6 to 7per cent, at Philadelphia rather stag- 
nant at 5K tos per cent, at Boston better 
supplies at 54 to 6 per cent. Funds havi 
been e Lork and at all 
other points the market is comparatively 
easy. Reports as to collections are satis- 
factory, with few exceptions; Milwaukee 
notes only moderately good collecuons, 
Kansas Ciiy rather quiet, Cleveland rather 
slow, ana Detroit slow from country towns, 

There is still no really adverse change in 
the iron business, and the weekly output of 
turnaces Feb. 1 was 178,651 tons, against 
174,038 Jan. 1, a gain of 166 per cent over 
the output of a year ago. The demand for 
pig does not yet indicate a probabie advance 
in price, and at Pittsburg Bessemer is a little 
weaker, but other iron rather stronger be- 
cause of tne increase of 12 per cent conceded 
in wages of coke workers. This, with a re- 
duction of 30 cents in Western treights, 
makes a difference in favor of South- 
ern and against Western produce but 
there are now reports of a probable 
Strike in the Alabama coke works, At Phila- 
delphia rails are sieady but not stronger, re- 
sales of large lots taken for speculation at 
aving caused weakness.

THE COTTON OIL TKUST IN TROUBLE. 


Trustees Restrained from Delivering Prop- 
erty to the New Corporation. 

New York, Feb. 14—[Special.|—For some 
time Wall street has taken an active part in 
the plan for tre reorganizanon of the Ameri- 
can Cotton Oil Trust, which was broached soon 
after the disclosure of a shortage of about 
$500,000 in the accounts of the trust. 
The mein feature of this plan a 
to turn over all the property of 
the trust to a New Jersey corporation called 
the American Cotton Oil Trust. The legal- 
ity of this reorganization has been ques- 
tioned, Col. William Wall, a considerable 
bolder, acting with other certificate hoid-

omb granted a temporary injunction re- 
straining the trustees from déhvering over 
the property of the trust to the new compa- 
ny, and unless the defendants dan show good 
reason for dissolving it the injunction will 
be made permanent. 

The complaint contains some interesting 
statements. It appears that the trust was 
organized Sept. 10, 1884, and the profits up to 
May 31, 1887, were over $2,000,000; that the 
cash on band was nearly $8,000,000, the value 
of realizable assets over $3,000,000, and the 
amount of trust certificates outstanding over 
$41,000,000. At the annual miceting, Aug. 1, 
1888, the President re that the profits 
for the fiscal year ending May 31, 1888, were 
over $2,000,000 and the outstanding certifi- 
cates over $42,000,000. July 1, 1880, the trust- 
ees reported mat the trust had a cash work- 
ing capital of nearly $7,000,000, which in- 
cluded profits for the year ended May 31, 
1889, to the amount of about $2,600,000, 
and that the business of the trust was stead- 
ily increasing. Nov. 18, 1889, after the loss 
of about $560,000 through Fiagier & Moss, 
the result of an investigation was made pub- 
lic by which the net profits Aus. 31, 858 
were show, to be over $5,000,008 

Notwithstanding the immense profits real- 
ized three at least of the trustees whose 
duty required them to preserve the property, 
so the complaint sets forth, Samuel Thomas, 
Nicholas Sheldon, and James H. Benedict, 
have openly joined a reorganization commit- 
tee composed of themselves and Frederick 
F. Olcott. Edward D. Adams, and William I. 
Bull to reorganize the trust and turn over all 
this valuable property to the New Jerse 
corporation. Naturally the certificate hold- 
ers are anxious to know how the trustees 
van explain that a solvent company whose 
profits amount to about $1,000,000 a year re- 
quires to be reorganized.

MR. ELLSWORTH’S FIRST PURCHASE. 

The first picture which Mr. Elisworth pur- 
chased was “Solitude,” by William bliss 
Baker, whose early death was so yreat a loss 
to art in America. A large canvas, it repre- 
sents a clearing in the woods in autumn. 
The foreground is occupied by a stretch of 

the large, gray stones being 
by the red-brown of the falien 
A bunch of long, graceful ferns 
right, and behind all this the 
tal „ almost leafless trees rise high 
into the heavens, while the pale, yellow 
üght shines above and throuch them. The 
— of this picture is its absolute truth. 
The artist has selected a characteristically 
American subject and our loveliest season, 
and the result Is remarkably beautiful. There 
is a sense of vastness in the picture and a 
certain repose and solemnity. The breath 
of the autumn woods isin it, the slight chill 
of the days just before the frost. A smail 
canvas by the same artist isa bit of green- 
tangled forest, luxuriant but chaotic. 

Several landscapes by J. Francis M rphy 
are charming. An Autumn Storm“ is fine- 
ly s the sky being particularly 
strong. The great Diack clouds seem to be 
rending themselves asunder in the fierce 
struggie with the wind. The two trees at 
the ieft, one yellow and the other red, stand 
out sharply against this battie of the ele- 
ments. The “Autumn Sunset” with its 
yellow light 1a also successful, but more ex- 
quisite than these is a little Winter Twi- 
ligut.“ In this, too, the sky is skillfully ren- 
dered, its bands of pale yellow touched with 
red, casting a subdued light over the brown 
trees and the snow-covered ground. 

Wiltiam Sartain has a landscape in a som- 
ber brown key, which is simple and effective ; 
and Horatio Walker shows some well 
drawn cows, the foreshortening of one 
bemg particulariy clever. C. A. Platt 
has a good sketch of a bit of dock, a little 
water, and some boats—a subject for an etch- 
ing. Burr H. Nichole has a charming Bit 
of Venice,” with a glimpse of a pink wall, a 
Gothic doorway, and a little flowery balcony, 
and beiow it part of a graceful black gondola. 
Here, too, Chase has one of his exquisite city 
scenes—a white and green corner of Brook- 
lyn. A delightful little thing by Swain Git- 
ford bas a tall red tree branching out like a 
palm; and Rehn has contributed a study of 
waves breaking on the beach, which he has 
injured by making the horizon line too low, 
Very lovely in its simplicity is a canvas by 
Aiden Weir—a bunch of delicate roses care- 
lessiy thrown into a blue and white bowl: 
the few fallen petals showing that they have 
already figured at a ball.

THE FIGURES OF THE COLLECTION. 

But little space remains in which to speak 
of the figures. They are comparatively few

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AN IMPORTANT DISCOVERY THAT 
Mar MAKE COAL BARONS QUAKE, 
A Mimiesots Millet Asserts That He Has 
Solved a Problem Which Will Revota- 
Monis the Question of Heat—By Ex- 
periments Be Has Satisfied Himself 
That Houses Can Be Warmed by Dyna- 
mos and That Satisfactory Results Can 
Be Produced in Baking by the Same. 


MInweaPotts, Minn., Feb. 14.—[Special.]— 
The visitor to the small dynamo room at- 
tached to the big Pillsbury “A” flour-mill in 
this city will meet a man attired in the regu- 
lation working suit, his clothes covered with 

flour-dust and soiled 
with the biack that is 
so plentiful around a 
manufacturing estab- 
lishment. This man 
is Thomas C. Hughes, 
the electrician of the 
Pilisbury flour-milis. 
He has been experi- 
menting with the heat- 
ing power of électrici- 
ty for several months, 
and has demonstrated 
that almost any degree 
of heat can be pro- 
duced by the elec- 


tric current. The great problem that 
the mdustrious electrician is now 
endeavoring to solve is how to heat a house 
or business block by electricity. This has 
been attempted by eminent eiectricians, but 
thus far all experiments have resulted in 
failure. Mr. Hughes has studied these fail- 
ures carefully, and he is confident that be is 
pursuing tne right course to asolution. Be- 
fore referring to details of this work it will 
be of interest to follow Mr. Hughes briefly in 
his study of electricity. 

Eight years ago he was a farmer in Kau- 
sas and had never given electricity any at- 
tention. He hud always taken an interest in 
machinery, however, and when he arrived in 
Minneapolis tne first electric dynamo in the 
Northwest was being placed in the Pilisbury 
“A” mill as an experiment, and he secured 
the position of attendant and there be- 
gan the study of electricity, with results 
thus far that ‘give promise of fame in the 
future. He soon saw the gas-burners disap- 
pear from the milis of the company, and in 
their places appeared hundreds of little in- 
candescent électric lights, and for the first 
time all of the dark corners of the big mills 
were made accessibie to the millwrights and 
roustabonts in their labors. Mr. Hughes 
gradually became acquainted with the d:ffer- 
ent milling departments, as he kept watch 
over the big electric system which extended 
across the river and into the company’s two 
West Side mills, and he became interested in 
tne wheat-testing experiments and watched 
tne slow process of baking the wheat gluten 
to ascertain its strength for bread. The 
idea occurred to him several months ago that 
electricity could be utilized to do that work. 

A small case in the little dynamo-room is 
well filled with textbooks, papers, aud rec- 
ognized authorities on eloctrical matter, and 
he had given them careful study. He deter- 
mined to put his idea to the test and pro-

ratus with which the public is not very fa- 
miliar, but which plays an important part in 
flourmaking. 

BAKING BY ELECTRICITY. 

The millers ali seil flour under different 
brands and fer different prices, and doubt- 
leas many housewives have wondered how 
the grade ofeach brand continues so even, 
generally making bread of equal quality. A 
visit to the dough room of a big flour mill 
would reveal the secret. Piled all around 
the room are little pasteboard boxes, each 
filled with wheut or flour, and each bearing a 
label. The doughman takes the half 
pound of wheat in one of the boxes, puts it in 
a small hand-mill, and grindsit. The bran 
and starch are quickly washed out under a 
faucet, leaving the giuten, whicn resolves 
iteelf into a sort of te. This is baked in a 
small oven, and the height to which it rises 
determines the value for breadmaking of the 
consignment of wheat of which the hanafu! 
ground was a sample. 

When the attention of Blectrician Hughes 
was attracted to this baking oven he observed 
that it took a long time to heat it to the bak 
ing point by means of the oil lamps under it, 
and hé at once conceiveda plan of baking 
the gluten by electricity with the result that 
he has just applied for a patent on a most in- 
teresting littie device, which, in its way, is 
quite a wonder. 

Tae millers had always had trouble to se- 
cure an oven that would do this work satis- 
oh gt and the best one they could buy 
was of Engiieh manufacture. It is about 
fourteen. inches in height, with a cement 
bottom two modes in thickness and 
a door twelve inches -high. It took 
one hour and forty minutes to heat tbis 
oven to che 500 degrees necessary for baking 
ine gluten, and Wen the large door was 
opened to put in the giuten about a hundred 
degrees of heat would be lost; it required 
fifteen minutes to bake the dough. 

In the Hughes oven the small piece of 
giuten is placed in acylindrical brass case 
about an inch in diameter, which in turn 18 
placed in the oven, also cylindrical in form, 
and under a heat of 500° or more the gluten 
is baked in four minutes, the entire opera- 
tion in heating the oven and baking requir- 
ing less than twelve minutes. The test 
of the aginten is m the height 
to whieh it will rise. In the little 
cylindrical tube is placed a plunger, bearing 
a weight of 11% ounces, which is pressed 
down closely on to the giuten, and in baking 
it carries the weight upward, and the higher 
it lifts it in the tube the stronger is the 
breadmaking qualities of the wheat from 
which the gluten was taken, and the 
milime of the proportions of the 
different grades of wheat, as determined by 
the gluten tests, produces the required stand- 
ard of flour, and it is m this way that the 
brands are kept even. Mr. Hughes simply 
connects his oven with the reguiar electric 
current in the mills, and acquires the de- 
sired result witfiout tiresome and ex- 
pensive delay. This oven is now in use 
in the Pilisbury Mils, and is giving 
the best satisfaction. It can be heated to 
680° in ite present size. 

The beit men had a good deal of difficulty 
in keeping their glue pots at the proper tem- 
perature for cementing beits when it became 
necessary to go to some part of the 
milis away from the warming stove. Mr. 
Hughes applied electricity, with the result 
that all of the giue used in the milis is now 
brought to the right degree of heat by its 
use, and the pot is so constructed that no 
heat can escape, thus enabling workmen to 
carry it about the mille for an hour before it 
is necessary to again warm it. The 400 
employés m these  milis had gen- 
erally to drink coid coffee at 
lunch, Mr. Hughes had a three-gallon tank 
made and mounted on a block. He applied 
his electrical connection and brought the 
three gallons of water to a boil in three 
minutes, and the employés now take their 
coffee hot and daily drink warm draughts to 
the health of the mill electrician. Mr. 
Hughes says bis electric heater will warm a 
larger quantity of water as quickly. 

CAN HOUSES BE WARMED BY THEN CURRENT? 

These experiments with electricity have 
gradually paved the way to more pretentious 
efforts, and they are now being directed to 
the development ot a plan for heating resi- 
dences and business blocks by electricity. 
Tue pian of Mr. Hughes provides for a cen- 
tral plant, aud the heat is to be carried to 
the buiidnugs, dut the

he thinks considerably less. The purchaser 
of electricity by this pian would pay only for 
what he uses. When the desired te ä 
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ceeded to construct a giuten-oven, an appa- 
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one of the most important pieces of civil en- 
gineering in the country wilisbe completed. 
More than 1,200 feet of the tunnel proper are 
now ready for trainson the Michigan side 
and 900 on the Canadian. The remaining 
4,000 feet will be finished at a wonderfully 
rapid rate, considering the nature of the 
work, if no accident intervenes. It has 
taken six months todo the work thus far, 
but workmen are now more accustomed to the 
task and can work with greater facility in 
the use of machinery, so that the engineers 
in charge place the completion of the work 
not later than the end of the r. 

The tunnel itself is over 6,000 feet long. 
The approaches are equally long, so that the 
entire length will be more than two miles. 
Of thie distance 2,310 feet are under the 
river, 2.800 feet on the Michigan land side, 
and 2.100 on the Canadian, The grade isl 
foot in every 50, except under the river 
bottom, where it is substantially level. -t 
is an iron cylinder tunnel—the only one of 
the kind in the country. There is neither 
brick nor stone used in its construction. 
Neither are there any stays or supports 
simply a mammoth iron tu built in sec- 
tions underground. It is designed for a 
single track. 

Electric lights make it as light as day, air 
engines keep the atmosphere as healthy 
inside as above, and steam pipes hoid the 
temperature at the proper point. It is as dry 
us a street in summer, and the disagreeable 
features common to subaqueous work are 
omnes absent. Work is pushed from both 
ends. 

The method of construction is simple. A 

t cylinder, weighing more than 60 tons, 
feet in diameter, ana 16 feet long, is driven 
into the blue clay, which constitutes the 
entire bottom of the river, by the use of 
8 power with as much ease as cakes 
of soap. can be carved out of a general mass. 
Inside this cylinder, which is called a shield, 
twenty two men are at work removing the 
dirt. As fast as the shield is pushed for- 
ward, which is about two feet ata time, the 
clay thus brought inside tne shield is dug out 
to the edge of the great cylinder. Then the 
bydraulic jacks are again started, and slowly 
but irresistibly the immense iron tube moves 
another two feet iato the solid earth ahead 
of it. Each jack has a power of 8,000 tons, 
and the combined power behind the shield 
is more than 400,000 tons. 

Another ring of iron lining is put into 
place, and each foot of tunnel is ready for 
track-laying as fast as the work progresses. 
There is no mason work, as already stated, 
and when done the tunnel will practically 
be a continuous tron tube 20 feet in diameter 
and nearly 7,000 feet long. 

The iron plates that form the lining are of 
such curvature and length that any thirteen 
of them, with a small key piece,will make a 
circle of 20 feet in diameter. The edges and 
ends are turned up, each piece being bolted 
by a dozen large boite to its neighbor. Each 
one is 18 inches wide ana weighs as near 
— pounds as the foundries can make them. 

hose for the Michigan side are made in 
Detroit, and those for the Canadian in Ham- 
iiton, and thus the payment of duty is 
avoided. These great sheets are handled 

with cranes and so readily that a complete 
circle is putzup an about half an hour. The 
lining is about g inches thick, so that there 
is no danger of collapse from pressure. 

The ground through which the mineral has 
passed thus far has n uniformiy stiff blue 
clay. No water has vet been struck, and an 
occasional pocket of surface gas has been 
quickly disposed of by turning on a powerful 
air current. The precaution has beeu taken, 
bowever, to provide for the contingency 
of striking a stratum of sand which migut 
lead up to the river and let its waters down 
upon the subterranean workers. A com- 
pressed air arrangement is provided for use 
atonce by wWhicha pressure greater than 
that ot the water above would keep the sand 
in place until the lining could be shoved 
under it and the danger be passed. 

Mr. T. H. Murphy, who has charge of a por- 
tion of the work here, says tnis tunnel will 
be the most economical one ever built, if no 
unforeseen accidents happen. 

The cost of the tunnel, of course, cannot 
be be stated with any approach to accuracy, 

ut it will be very large— much larger than 
a second similar one would need be, be- 
cause sO much experience has been acquired 
during the building of this one that could be 
at once made availaole without expense in 
the construction of another. The material 
is expensive, but the labor is of the 
cheapest. The diggers are paid 17% cents 
per hour, the fron men receive 15 cents, 
and the remainder of the workmen 12 cents. 
Aside from the engineering, there 1s no 
skilled labor.

Great 
The Carnegie Free ry, presented to 
the City of Allegheny, Pa., was erected ana 
furnished at a cost of $900,000. The exterior 
of the building is a work of art. The style is 
Romanesque. It is built of Fox Island gran- 
ite. with red granite trimmings. The en- 
trance on Onio street has a triple arch, while 
that on Federal street is of the single arch 
pattern. A circular bay with gabled win- 
dows surmounts the Federal street arch, 
which receives the grand stairway. On the 
Ohio street side there 1% a semi-octagonal 
apse with double windows, over which the 
artist has worked in the stone a generous 
arch, surmounted by gabled windows. 

The tower is imposing in ite simplicity and 
bears out to a nicety the architect's ideas of 
the Romanesque. building is 150 feet 
square. The southern front is a solid com- 
posure of the tower, @ semi-octagonal apse 
and facade above the triple arched entrance 
to the music-hail.

CARNEGIE FREE LIBRARY. 

Directly opposite the magnificent entrance 
to the library, through a broad arch, the vis- 
itor finds the reception-room. This apart- 
ment is 36x40 feet in dimensions and is 25 
feet high. The ceiling is of ground elass, 
beneath which is an extravagant dream in 
grilled iron work, which runs in fantastic 
windings and curvatures to the various cor- 
ners and sides of the room. ‘This is the first 
ceiling of its kind ever constructed and is 
not only an artistic success but a curiosity as 
well. Opposite the entrance is a large open 
fireplace, the side and back walls being a 
confusion of dragon-heads and other Oriental 
suggestions. The paneléd mantel contains a 
life-size rtrait of the generous donor 
Andrew — hanging at the side o 
which is the symbolic golden key. 

At the top of the wall, and just below te 
ceiling, runs a series of twenty-four arcades, 
with paneled bases. In each arch is a chocu- 
late-brown panel, which contains the private 
bookmark of every American publisher of 
note, running back to the earliest publishers 
of this country down to these of the present 
date. Some of the more famous of the an- 
cient publishers are also included. The pan- 
eled base to each arch contains the name of 
a leading American author. 

Over the fireplace is the inscription: 
“Choose your author as you choose a friend.“ 
The turnishing of the reception-room is in 
oak and leather, and worked in mosaic floor 
are the words: Carnegie Free Library.“ 

THE READING-ROOM. 

To the richt of the reception-room is the 
reading-room, entrance to which is obtained 
through a broad, generous arch, which is up- 
held by massive pillars, The reading-room 
is 40x48 feet and contains stationary reading- 
tables, with elevated separate chandeliers. 
The roon will readily accommodate 100 per- 
sons. In the walis are cabinets for the re- 
ception of maps and 8,000 reference volumes. 
In the apse there is also a section reserved 
for magazines and newspapers. Back of the 
reading-room is the ladies’ section. This 
will accommodate fifty persons, The walis 
are painted terra-cotta, tae tit softening 
until it reaches the ceiling. Another arch 
leads to the magazine-room. This is fur- 
nished with a series of sheives, making two 
floors, and giving space for 100,000 volumes. 
The library-room occupies one-half of the 
left side of the building. The other half is 
to be used asa bibliographic-room: It is 55x 

and its futuré uses depend to a con- 
ble extent upon the gifts of engrav- 
ings, etc. In the extreme northern corner 
of the building is the collating-room. Direct- 
ly behind the reception-room is the private 
entrauce to the music-hail and the private 
office of the Librarian. At the western half 
of the building is a magzuificent marble stair- 
way leading to the second floor. On this 
floor are three large apartments known as 
the art and scientific rooms. The north 
room is to be used as the picture gallery. 
The ceiling is the same as that of the recep- 
tion-room, and artisis have pronounced it 
the most perfect pubiic galiery in the world. 
Over the reading-room is the scientific lect- 
ure-hall, which will seat 400 persons. 
THE MUSIC-HALL. 

Carnegie Music-Hali presents even a more 
attractive appearance than the library. The 
net floor space is 50x78 feet, with a 36x20 feet 
vestibule and a 22x59 feet stage. The gallery 
extends on either side to within a short dis- 
tance of the stage, the cantaiever system be- 
ing used in its construction, and at the rear 
runs back to the front of tne building. At 
the apex of a gradual arch the ceiling 
is forty feet high, and the faint tracing 
patterns on the walls run to the ceiling, 
where they merge into a general 
and softening tint, the effect of which 
is charming to contemplate. The seat- 
ing accommodations are for 1,300 
people, dnd are so arranged as to have every 
seat available, no one being better than an- 
other. The acoustic properties have been 
looked after almost to perfection. The grand 
Roosevelt organ has been pronounced the most 
magnificent that could be procured. There 
are over two thousand eight hundred pipes. 
It is 40x35 feet in front and decorated in har- 
mony with tne furnishings. The mammoth 
chandeliers are a feature of the building, 
and were especially desigued to harmonize 
with the general furnishing. They are of 
banded iron, twisting artistically into intri- 
cate figures and patterns.

After All She Woaldn’t, 
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peculiar to a strain or breed of 


tal, moral, and physical qualities are so well 
known as to serve only as an illustration. It is 
proposed to give from humble life an instance in 
which the most debasing forms of vice and crime, 
pauperism, and parasitism have been inherited 
for four generations, and have vitiated the lives 
of more than 500 descendants of ove pair. Like 
that lowest form of animal life, the polyp or 
coral worker, they have fastened their tentacies 
on the substratum of society, living the lives of 
parasites, and have slowly constructed great 
reefs on which the ship of state has been 
stranded many, times and suffered serious strain 
of its great timbers. The only remedy is the 
destruction of the reef and the evoluuon of the 
young animal into a condition where an inde- 
pendent life is possible. 

As you enter the rooms of the Associated Char- 
ities in Plymouth Congregational Chureh at In- 
dianapolis, a social organization with a strong 
tendency to socialism and with as many ramifi- 
cations as Bellamy’s ideal nation, you may see 
hanging on the wall to the right of the vestibule 
a strip of canvas twelve feet long and four feet 
wide divided perpendicularly by five wide biack 
lines supporting an intricate network of fine 
lines, interlaced in every mmaginable direction. 
In the center, extending downward from the 
lowest cross-bar, is a heavy line which seems to 
be a root stem. from the strength with which it 
is imbedded in the soil, so has ite characteristics 
permeated every finest line in the network 
above. On each side of this are two smaller 
stems that, descending from above like the 
branches of a banyan tree, have also struck root. 
At the end of each of the small lines which are 
interlaced on the trellis is a berry, either red or 
blue. The inevitable impression of the stranger 
who sees this for the first time is that it is a pen- 
and-ink conventionalized sketch of a trellis up 
whieh has climbed some delicate vine, which has 
been divesved of its foliage by the winter winds, 
but whose berries still cling to the withered 
stems. ) 

But Mrs. Parker, Assistant Secretary of the 
Associated Charities, will inform you that itis 
the genealogical tree of a family drawn from per- 
fectly reliable data by herself and Mr, Wright of 
the Township Trustee's office. And she will 
point to. the fact that at the foot of the center 
stem are the words: Tribe of Ishmael.” This 
is the fether family, while the -main stems on 


either side are the families into which they have 


intermarried. The blue berries indicate the de- 
scendants who are yet living, the red ones those 
who have died, 

The history of this family has been traced to 
1700, at winch time Ishmael ana his wife, with 
four children, two of each sex, were living in 
Bowling Green, Ky. Where the family came 
from or whether they had any relations any- 
where is not known. Neither is it known if this 
was the old man's right name. Perhaps because 
they were wanderers the name had fastened 
itself on the family,and so long before they 
were known in Kentucky that no one ever heard 
any other. At that time they were known as the 
family of Ishmael and themselves recognized no 
other name. 

About 1837 a son of this Ishmael, himself an 
old man, with a wife and six children, appeared 
in Indianapolis in a rickety old wagon which, be- 
side the family, contained all their household 
property. They were intending to go farther 
north, but some of the family were sick and win- 
ter overtook them before they could goon. By 
this time they had got acquainted in the prosper- 
ous village, had learned all the places to.beg and 
steal, had got their names on the books of the 
Township Trustee and the church charities, and 
they remained, a constantly increasing burden 
on the people. fhe six children married among 
the ne’er-do-wells of the town, increased and 
multiplied, and presented a bundle of necessities 
annually where relief could be obtained. 

In 1845 the old man and his wife drove out of 
town northward m the same old wagon in which 
they came and were never afterwards heard of, 
They probably died in some county poor-house. 

Their descendants are still in Indianapolis, 
while the lateral branch is in Bowling Green, 
Ky. The two families visit each other and inter- 
marry. Of the fourth generation there have 
been born in the two colonies 557. Of these 230 
are living, and there are how about forty mem- 
bers of the fifth generation and fully 1,000 may 
be expected. of which not more than 600 will 
reach maturity.

The 
women have ied immoral lives and but 
few legal marriages have been 
among them. One of the daughters of the 
original ishmael married a  haif-breed 
Indian and this branch of the family have ac- 
quired an additional physical mentaltrait. They 
are afflicted with scrofula peculiar to promis- 
cuous relations between different races. Very 
few of the children reach maturity, and then only 
to be diseased burdens on the public. About 
June they load their household goods into an old 
wagon and go to the country. They camp out. 
living on what they can beg and steal from 
farmers. They describe an ellipse on their jour- 
ney. getting back to the city in time to get their 
numes on the County Agent's book for a load of 
coal. 

This wonderfal genealogical tree has been 
made up not by the family itself as a matter of 
pride—for it is doubtful if they know their own 
erigin—but from the books of County Agents, 
Township Trustees, birth and death certificates, 
the records of poor-houses and police courts and 
private charities. What a record! A thread of 
the conglomeration was secured by the Rev. 
Oscar C. McCulloch, pastor of Plymouth Church, 
and the whole corrupt. rotten ‘fabric 
fell to pieces in his hands. It was the 
one, all-potent argument he used when urging 
the Indiana Assembly to pass @ law providing 
for the care of the dependent children of the 
State on the Michigan plan. The law passed, 
just as it has in [ilinois, but without making pub- 
he provision, leaving the effective measures to 


‘be taken by private charities or corporations. 


The remedy urged was one of extermination. 
The Habitual Criminal and Vagrant acts would 
land all the older members of the family in pris- 
ons or poor-houses. The children should be taken 
by the State, removed from these conditions, ed- 
ucated, raised; self-sustenance is the rule and 


habit of life. So will the parasitism be weeded .

Henriette. By Francois Coppee. 

In this little story the author and the trans- 
lator (Edward Wakefield) sentimentalize 
over the illicit love of a young Frenchman 
for his mother’s sewing girl. There is none 
of the graphic power of Daudet, who might 
use such a theme for a higher purpose 
—none of the perfect art of de Maupassant 
to make one admire the technique of the 
writer and shudder at the sharply pointed 
lesson—none of the brutal force of Zola. If 
this is a picture of modern French life let us 
congratuiate ourselves that we are not 
French and that we are a little further re- 
moved from our brute ancestry. The hero, 
Armand Bernard, is the son of a beautiful 
Corsican woman who has led a miserable life 
with his father, with whose death the story 
begins. This Corsican mother seems to have 
been possessed of a fury of love and devotion 
to her chiid that reminds one of the fierce 
affection of an African lioness for her cub. 
She was jealous if he expressed a hkimg for 
any of his schoolmates; she could not wait 
for him until school hours were over, but 
would go and sit in front of the 
institution in her carriage until 
he should appear. For his sake she refused 
an excellent offer of marriage from a long- 
devoted admirer, and when she finds out his 
unworthy conduct her rage leads her to in- 
duige in unmeasured abuse. She does not 
seem to be disgusted with him, but simply 
angry that he should prefer another woman, 
and that an ignorant little seamstress, to 
herseif. Armand goes on in his course with 
regret at his mother’s displeasure, but with 
no idea of changing his conduct. He is sorry 
that he must leave her moping at home while 
he to his appointments with Henriette. 

ean whilé the idea of marriage never even 
occurs to the imagination of these three 
principal characters, the mother, Armand, 
and Hennette. The whole affair is terminated 
by the death of Armand and Hen- 
riette and the marriage of Mme. Bernard 
to ber faithful admirer. One cannot but con- 
sider this a happy termination. Tnere was 
put one fate for Henriette if she had lived, 
and theré was nothing in the character of 
Armand that should make one regret his 
death. The author’s idea was to show that 
there is a love more int@nse and lasting than 
a mother’s for her child, for while Mme. Ber- 
nard survived the death of ber adored son 
and was even capable of happiness afterward, 
the humble Heuriette died of love of him. In 
the preface the translator compares and con- 
trasts the two women in this story to Dinah 
Morris and Hetty Sorrell, put they are quite 
different, as itis natural for characters in 
the Saxon and Latin races to be. To judge 
from the translauen the manner of telling 
the story is most artistic in its pure simplicity.

The ninth and last part of A Compare 
tive Glossary of the Gothic Language, with 
Especial Reference to English and German,“ 
has been received from the author, G. 
Balg, Ph. D. of Mayville, Wis., who has been 
engaged on this work for years. Gothic ht 
erature is limited, being confined to the 
translation of the New Testament made by 
Bishop Ulfllas for the benefit of the tribes to 
whose spiritual wants he was ministering, 
but what little there is is of im- 
portance to the student of comparative 
philology, for the languagé stands at the 
head of the Germanic family of speech. To 
ascertain the history of an English word it 
is not sufficient to stop with the Anglo 
Saxon, but one should go still farther back 
wo the earliest written records of the Teu- 
tonic tongue in the fourth century after 
Christ. The glossary shows the relation of 
each Gothic word to other Germanic dialects 
and to Latin, Greek, and Sanskrit, and gives 
the American student facilities for research 
which have heretofore been beyond his 
reach.

AT THE BOTTOM OF THA OCEAN, 


The Enormous Fortunes. That Have Gone 
to Davy Jones’ Locker. 

Sydney Herald: A company, it was stated, 
lately set out from Sydney to New Zealand 
to recover sunken treasure from some old 
wreck on the west coast of the Middle 
Island; but so far no returns have been pub- 
lished, the operations probabiy not being 
complete. The subject of sunken 
treasure reminds one of the heaps of 
gold carried in the gaileons and 
like packets yeare ago. In 1769 a ship-of-war 
from Rioto Lisbon had on board 9,000,000 of 
crusades in diamonds and about 100,000 
“ crown tournois in piasters,making in the 
whole 29,050,000 livres ournois. So much for 
a single ship. In 1774two Spanish ships from 
Vera Cruz and Havana arrived with 
22,000,000 of crowns, exciusive of mer- 
chandise vaiued roundiy at 7,000, 
00 8=—s crowns. Such examples 
be mult plied. Of the cargo 
an English Indiaman in 1771, one item alone 
— diamond in the rough—was valued at 
£100,000, “going to be manufactured in 
Eugland on account of one of the Asiatic 
nabobs’’; and on the private freicht of this 
vessel the policies of insurance were opened 
at Lioyds at a high premium, so costly were 
her contents and so doubtful her safe 
arrival. As a costiy shipwreck, 
Lutine deserves notice. She was 
of thirty-two guns, commanded by 
Capt. Skyoner, and went ashore on ine bank 
of the Fiy Island Passage the night of Oct. 
9, 1799. At first she was reputed to have bad 
£600,000 sterling in specie on board. This 
was afterwards contradicted by a statement 
that the whole amounted to about £140,000 
sterling. In more modern times the 
costiiness of shipwreck is to be found 
in the destruction of the fabric and 
her cargo rather than in the treasure on 
board. hatever may have been the worth 
of a galleon as a ship, there need be no scru- 
ple iu concluding that when brand-new her 
Value would be but that of a tov in compari- 
son With such ocean maiiboats as now con- 
vey specie and vaiuables. The sinking of an 
Atlantic, Indian, or Australian liner—even 
with a clean hold—would represent an im- 
mense treasure if told in dollars, ducats, or 
pilasters; and when is added the cargo of 
such a craft, along with the passengers’ 
luggage, which would include a quantity of 
jewelry expressing many thousand pounds 
alone, some astonishing figures would be the 
result. The Royal Charter is the most nota- 
bie modern instance of the wreck of a “‘ treas- 
ure“ ship. Sue left Australia with £350,000 
in ber. Of this sum, says Charles Dickens in 
his chapter on this dreadful suipwreck in the 
“Uncommercial Traveler,“ £300,000 worth 
Was recovered at the time of we nov- 
elist’s visit to the spot where she had 
been driven ashore. Meanwhile, bow much 
gold and silver, minted and otherwise, is au- 
nually afloat? How.many millions are year- 
ly borne over the deep to and from India, 
America, Australia, Chiva, and South Africa 
by a — steamers alone There should be 
no difficulty in making the calculation, 
which, when arrived at, must surely yield a 
fine idea of the treasure over which the red 
Hag mes, and an excelient notion of the 
trust that is reposed in the British ship- 
master and of the high and sterling quali- 
ties which go to the fulfillment of it.

ods of Trying and Winning a Case—The 
Largest Fee He Ever Won and the 
Manner in Which It Was Won-—The 
Baptism of Fire from Which Be 
Emerged the Idol of His Peopie—The 
Foremost Man with Lovers of Liberty. 


Atarecent meeting of the Michigan Ciub 
at Detroit there was given a delightful sym- 
posium, the chief topic of conversation and 
discourse being the life of Abraham Lin- 
coln. Among the half-dozea speakers who 
entertained the olub the evening in ques- 
tion none proved more generally interesting 
than the Hon.: James F. Joy, the widely- 
known railroad magnate, and the Hon. 8. M. 
Cutcheon, than. whom but few men wield a 
larger iufluence in Michigan politics. 

Both these estimable gentlemen, now in 
the sere and yellow leaf, were intimate with 
Abraham Lincbln, the oneas a lawyer and 
business-man, the o as a boyhood’s 
friend. To all who love to honor the mem- 
ory of one truly great, a friend to humanity, 
and one of the world’s choicest spirits, these 
little bits of personal reminiscence will prove 
of more than mere passing interest. 

Speaking of Mr. Lincoln Mr. Joy said: 

It was my good fortune to become ac- 
quainted with Abraham Lincoln in the lat- 
ter’s days of poverty and obscurity. I knew 
him intimately before his name had been 
sounded outside the limits of bis owa State. 
I first became acquainted with Mr. Lincoln 
in 1850. and from thence on maintained a 
friendship that closed only with his death. 

Now, then, first of all, I desire to free 
your minds of any false notion you may have 
as to the early days of this great man’s lite. 
Abrabam Lincoln, at the period to which I 
refer, was what one might call a diamond in 
the rough. A diamond, too, 80 very rough 
that one would never take him for a diamond 
atali. He was homely, awkward, rough, un- 
retine d, andgenerally inclined to ways of 
idleness and ease. o gave absolutely no in- 
dication in 1850 that he ever would become 
the great man history ioves to paint at the 
present date. 

“4 first became acquainted Mr. Lincoln in 
this way: My position as counsel for the 
Uunois Central railroad brought me to 
Springfield to attend the sessions of the Su- 
preme Court. I soon ran across the distin- 
guished gentieman of whom lam speaking 
tonight, and who at the time was locally 
known as ‘Honest Abe.’ While waiting a 
call of the court he used to assemble the 
members of the bar in an ante-room, and 
would interest them for hours, particularly 
the country members, with his quaint stories. 
He used to cross his long legs over the stove 
and spin yarns by the bour. Where these 
stories came from no one seemed to Know. 
The general conciusion seemed to be that he 
was a natural-bvorn story-teller. 

At the time of which I speak Abraham 
Lincoln was in no sense of the word an ex- 
ceptional lawyer. He was not well posted. 
He could not cite the authorities. Indeed, 
he did not seem to care for the authorities, or 
for anything else. He did not seem to prac- 
tice law for money, but it was his custom, as 
I afterwards learned, to accept any fee his 
client might choose to offer. He kept no 
books and had no personal accounts or rec- 
ords of business. He used to ride the circuit, 
and when the trip was over he would go 
back to the office and turn all the money he 
had made into one common pile on the table, 
divide it into two parts, taking one for him- 
selt and leaving the other for his partuer. 

“His method of trying acase was equally 
haphazard. He would go into court and 
make a piain argument founded on facts. 
There was no elaboration. There was no 
citation of authorities. He seemed to depend 
more on his power as a story-teller than on 
his knowledge of the law. It is by this 
method that I saw him carry many 
cases. He used to turn to the jury and tell 
them astory in which the facts were the 
same, or nearly the seme, as in the case on 
hand; and he could so interest and amuse 
that he generally had the jury convulsed 
with laughter in ashort space of time—and 
the case was won. 

LAWYER LINCOLN’S BIGGEST FEE. 

“While I was the counsel] for the Illinois 
Central the question arose as to whether or 
not the State haa a right to lay an extra tax 
on 2,500,000 acres of land then held in the 
name of the company. I looked the groun 1 
over carefully and concluded that the State 
did not have the power to make this extra 
levy. I posted Lincolu as to facts in the case 
and had him represent our company at the 
trial before the Supreme Courtat Spring- 
field. He made a good argument, as good as 
he ever made in his life, and so for a time I 
heard nothing more of the case. The Judge 
reserved his decision, but held back so long 
that at last 1 began to get nervous 
as to the result, It happened that 
had the acquaintance ofapage who was 
granted the entrance to the room in which 
the Judges made their preliminary consulta- 
wons. I posted him to keep an eye on mat- 
ters. One day he came to me and said that 
the case was going againstus. He had over- 
heard the Judges in their discussion of the 
matter: I then. posted the friend to go back 
and tell the Judge that if we were to lose 
the case because of any doubt as to dhe facts 
in any particular instance that I would like 
to have anew trial. And we did get anew 
trial. This time I went down to Springfield 
myself, Mr. Lincoln accompanying me. We 
mude a hot fight, Lincoln doing all he eould 
to assist. We won tne case. 

“The case being ended I asked Mr. Lin- 
cola for a settlement. He came to me and 
told me that be wanted me to get him a cer- 
tain section of land. It was a pretty good 
piece, too. I promptly told Mr. Lincoln that 
it was impossible for me to get him the land; 
that all the property had been mortgaged in 
the interest of the trustees, and that if it 
was sold at all it must go for casu. Howevy- 
er, if be insisted I would lay the matter, so I 
told him, before our officials and see what 
| could be done about it. Aud 1 did lay the 
matter before the board. It turned out just 
as I had imagined. There was no possi- 
bility of Tr. Lincoln getting this 
land. He then put in a claim ior $5,000. 
In those days this was a respectable fee. I 
glanced at his figures and told him that I 
thought they were too high. He said that he 
had done good work, that the amount in liti- 
gation tar exceeded the fee many thousand 
times over, and that be thought he had 
earned the money. He ended by stating 
that for once in his life he thought that he 
ought to get a good fee. I laid the matter 
before tne officials. They would not allow 
the claim. But they made a proposition to 
Mr. Lincoln to the effect that if he would 
bring suit, and could get brother attorneys 
to swear that the fee was not exo: bitant, 
they would pay the $5,000. They did this in 
order to justify the mselves with the trustees. 
Weil, that was the way affairs turned. Mr. 
Lincoln brought suit. He proved and won 
his case and was paid his $5,000. 

“Mr. Lincoln took his $56,000 home to the 
office and promptiy divided it into two parts, 
taking half himself and giving the other 
half, as was nis custom, to his partner. That 
fee of $2,500 was the largest ever received by 
Mr. Lincoin during bis career as a lawyer.” 

The Hon. S. M. Cutcheon Töllowed with a 
few. personal anecdotes of Lincoin’s boy- 
hood. Hesaid: 

LINCOLN AS A BALI-PLAYER—HIS STORIES. 

“When I first came to Springfield I was 
just studying for the law. My office was 
somewhere in the wicinity of that used by 
Lincoin. I soon became quite intimate with 
him, aud he introduced me to a few other 
young men. In ashort time we ali became

No prettier patterns are shown among new 
cotton fabrics than the French and Scotch 
ginghams. These are beautiful both in text 
ure and coloring, and are now woven 80 
wide that they can be made into long seam- 
less overdraperies arranged bias of the goods.

Among spring models in walking costumes 
is one of English tweed, forming a glove- 
fitting princesse dress, with not the usual 
plain flat front, but with plaits formed by 
means of deep siashes cut in the skirt, these 
of different lengths, with extra pieces of 
darker shade facing the slashed portons, 
and showing atevery move of the wearer. 
Each plait is finished at the top with a large 
ornament in silk cord im the dark 
shade. The waist opens diagonally and 
is finished with a velvet collar overlaid 
with passementerie matching the ornaments, 
which are set diagonally across the skirt 
front. Another gown is of auburn-brown 
Carmelite cloth, the skirt embroidered in 
Persian colors. Over this is a long, graceful 
French polonaise, tne back finisued with 
loops of rich satin ribdon.

There are now many lovely and delicate 
tints of green, which, softiy veiled by tulle, 
form a charming contrast to pure white; 
gold color or primrose-vellow forms another 
harmonious mixture, and cerise, the new red, 
is not without ite charm as affording an 
agreeable contrast to some shades of green, 
and also White and gold. Mauve and 
heliotrope in some of their novel and 
artistic shades, though toning delight- 
fully with certain tints of green, are often 
of a most unwelcome presence in a ball-room.

And 
she repeats the word Heaven and blas- 
phemes. When tne curate tries to soften her the 
noise of the guns maddens her with the idea of 
vengeance. ‘ Kill all!“ she ¢ries, and the curate 
filled with pity exclaims, “ Poor men!“

You pity them? They are atrocious murderers.

At this moment a man, bareheaded, disordered, 
and wearing the dress of a Communist, breaks 
into the house and wildly asks for shelter. He is 
pursued like a wild beast, he explains; and he 
begs her to conceal him for the sake of husband, 
son, or brother. 

She answers him with her brother’s name. He 
gives up all for lost, uttering a bitter impreca- 
tion on Christians who never practice the mercy 
they pray for and profess. The words are so like 
those the Curate uttered that they strike into the 
woman’s soul. The soldiem are heard approacn- 
ing. With a sudden resolve Mile. Rose snatches 
up the old soutane and hat and bids the Com- 
munistenteran adjoining room and put them 
on. 

The soldiers enter and are about to search the 
house, when they preceive by the pictures and 
furniture that they are in the home ot a priest. 
The Communist appears at the door of the room 
and stops, petrified with fear, as he confronts the 
troops. “Ilive here alone with my brother,” 
Mile. Rose calmly explains; and the officer in 
command bows, begs pardon, and departs with 
his men, 

Go,“ she cries to the Communist; “in that 
garb you are safe,” and the man takes the oppo- 
site direction. 

Then Mile. Rose kneels again and resumes the 
interrupted brayer: Forgive us our trespasses 
as we forgive those who have trespassed against 
us, Lead us not into temptation and deliver us 
from evil. Amen.” The curtain falls.

This is the little play. It is not original in 
idea, for similar situations are common on the 
stage, and Gerald Griffin in his ballad, Orange 
and Green,” has made use of a parallel episode.

The reason why Le Pater was prohibited 
must be looked for in the emotional and unsts- 
ble character ef French politics. Absurd as it 
may seem, the Government is afraid that this sim-. 
ple little sermon m verse will stir up me embers 
of memory and create a blaze like that of 1871. 
„ Frenchmen,” as the Marquis de Mores said 
the other day, “ will fight for an idea.” The 
scars of those flerce fights of the Commune are 
not yet healed; it would be dangerous to remind 
surviving actors and spectators of scenes which it 
were better to forget. There is no objection to the 
singing of Les Huguenots” in France, though 
St. Bartholomew is a name of bitter memories. 
But the religious massacre dates from 1572; the 
political and civil struggle from 1871. It will be 
proper to treat of the Commune a century hence; 
“not now,“ say the censors; “wait!” 

I will not discuss the act of a Government 
that seems to tremble before the consequences 
of thé representation of a one-act play; it is too 
ridiculous.” Sow Frangois Coppée, the au- 
thor, to one of the ian journals, But Henri 
Rochefort and other Rad.cals champion the 
course of the censors in suppressing * Le Pater.“ 
Why? Because the heroism of the piece is cred- 
ited to the conservative element of society, and 
a slur is thereby thrown on the Communists. As 
if heroism was not above all political parties and 
quarrels—as if whatever glory there may be in a 
noble action does not belong to humanity itself!
